This  “lead  article”  is  a  bit  different,  sort  of 
a  free  association  of  ideas,  as  a  psychologist 
might  say.

Frequent  Flyer  miles?  Probably  wastefully,  I 
opted  for  the  latter.  At  least  this  freed  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  evening. 

I  think  I  will  write  American  Airlines  a  let¬ 
ter  and  see  if  they  can  move  my  1998  miles  to 
1999,  and  see  what  happens  (my  hopes  are  not 
very  high). 

SCENARIO  #2 

It  was  Sunday,  January  3rd,  1999.  Bright 
and  early  the  next  morning  I  was  scheduled  to 
fly  from  New  Hampshire  to  Orlando,  Florida, 
to  help  conduct  our  Rarities  Sale  and,  after 
that,  to  attend  the  Florida  United  Numisma¬ 
tists  convention.  Most  of  our  staffers — about  a 
dozen  people  in  all — were  already  in  the  sunny 
South,  having  gone  there  early  to  say  “Hi”  to 
Mickey  Mouse.  Gail  Watson — manager  of  our 
Direct  Sales  Department — and  I  were  going 
down  on  Monday. 

There  was  trouble  on  Sunday.  A  huge 
blizzard  had  engulfed  the  Midwest,  TWA 
had  canceled  400  flights  in  St.  Louis, 
Chicago’s  O’Hare  Airport  was  closed,  De¬ 
troit  was  closed,  etc.,  etc.  And,  the  storm  was 
headed  for  New  England.  Meanwhile  it  was 
snowing  outside  for  a  time,  then  the  snow 
changed  to  sleet. 

Gail  and  I  had  purchased  tickets  to  Or¬ 
lando  on  Southwest  Airlines,  that  upstart 
group  of  cheery  people  who  think  they  can 
compete  with  the  big  boys.  Surprisingly,  to 
everyone  but  their  customers,  Southwest  has 
a  reputation  for  blowing  the  big  boys  out  of 
just  about  every  market  they  enter.  (No,  I  am 
not  a  stockholder  in  Southwest  Airlines,  but 
perhaps  I  should  be.) 

As  Gail  and  I  were  scheduled  to  be  picked 
up  at  6  a.m.  the  next  morning,  and  the 
weather  was  already  iffy,  I  thought  it  a  good 
idea  to  call  Southwest  for  a  status  check,  real¬ 
izing  that  with  zillions  of  delayed  and  can¬ 
celed  flights  all  over  the  Midwest  and  East, 
plus  the  busy  traffic  from  New  Year’s  week¬ 
end,  I  might  have  to  wait  a  long  time  on  the 
line.  I  grabbed  a  book,  The  Experts  Speak, 
which  my  son  Wynn  and  his  wife  Susan  had 
given  me  for  Christmas.  This  book  can  be 
read  in  little  nibbles  and  has  such  things  as 
experts  in  1912  saying  that  the  Titanic  is  un- 
sinkable,  nuclear  physicists  stating  in  the 
1940s  that  there  will  never  be  a  threat  of 
atomic  war,  stock  market  experts  in  1929 
predicting  a  rising  market,  etc.,  etc.  Anyway, 
it  was  the  ideal  book  to  read  while  on  “hold” 
on  the  telephone  as  it  can  be  put  down 
quickly  if  a  human  answers  at  the  other  end  of 
the  line. 

(I  have  never  called  Southwest  before,  so  I 
had  to  look  on  my  ticket  for  the  toll-free  num¬ 
ber;  it  was  not  in  my  address  book.  The  time 
is  about  2  p.m.  Sunday  afternoon.  I  dial  the 
number:) 

(About  three  seconds  of  music.) 

SOUTHWEST  REAL  PERSON  (no  me¬ 
chanical  voice,  no  special  button  pushing  in¬ 
structions):  “Thank  you  for  calling  Southwest 
Airlines.  How  may  I  help  you.” 

ME:  “I  have  booked  flight  so-and-so  to 
Orlando  tomorrow  morning,  and  I  wonder  if 
you  have  any  indication  how  the  weather 
might  be?  Will  your  flights  be  going  out  of 
New  Hampshire?” 

SOUTHWEST  REAL  PERSON:  “Let 
me  check  the  computer....  Right  now  it 
looks  as  though  everything  will  be  all  right,  as 
the  storm  is  expected  to  be  over.  Why  don’t 
you  check  back  with  us  later  and  get  an  up¬ 
date?” 

(I  checked  back  not  once  later  in  the  day, 
but  twice,  and  both  other  times  had  no 
“hold”  music  at  all,  but  reached  a  real  person 
right  away.  My  questions  were  answered, 
Southwest  seemed  to  be  interested  in  me  and 
my  flight.  The  next  morning,  Gail  Watson 
and  I  flew  off  into  the  early  morning  skies  on 
our  way  to  Orlando.  The  flight  was  great.  I 
even  had  some  peanuts  made  by  my  Chicago 
friend  Jasper  Sanfilippo,  who  owns  the  sec¬ 
ond  largest  “nut  company”  in  the  world,  and 


the  passengers  on  the  short  three-hour  flight 
were  given  not  one,  but  two  snack  servings, 
plus  repeated  offers  of  drink  refills.  (The  pilot 
sang  to  us  as  we  approached  Orlando — some¬ 
thing  about  having  an  achy,  breaky  heart  if  we 
did  not  fly  on  Southwest  again.) 

SCENARIO  #3 

I  try  to  learn  something  from  such  experi¬ 
ences  as  American  vs.  Southwest.  I  stopped  to 
think.  What  kind  of  an  experience  does  a 
Bowers  and  Merena  customer  have  when  call¬ 
ing  our  office?  Are  things  handled  in  a  friendly 
way,  by  real  people  who  are  interested  in  what 
they  do?  Is  our  typical  customer  a  “happy  nu¬ 
mismatist”  afterward? 

How  does  a  client  feel  when  his  or  her 
package  is  opened,  and  the  coins  are  inspected? 
Are  they  all  that  we  claim?  Have  we  earned  the 
client's  repeat  business? 

Well,  I  realize  that  these  are  dangerous 
questions,  for  in  having  thousands  of  custom¬ 
ers  from  all  over  the  world,  and  doing  a  lot  of 
business  on  a  constant  basis,  there  are  bound  to 
be  some  slip-ups. 

I  recalled  the  situation  of  Mr.  S.,  a  London 
financier  who  had  faxed  his  bid  sheet  for  our 
November  1997  sale  to  our  office  over  the 
weekend,  after  our  auction  staff  had  left  for  the 
auction  (which  was  held  in  Baltimore).  The 
unread  fax  remained  that  way:  unread.  The 
auction  started,  and  we  had  no  clue  that  Mr.  S. 
was  in  the  running.  I  was  sorry,  and  I  apolo¬ 
gized  to  him.  We  should  have  had  someone 
come  in  to  check  the  fax  machine. 

I  also  recalled  the  situation  of  a  man  in 
Singapore  who  sent  me  a  photocopied  form 
letter  stating  that  he  had  a  rare  1804  silver 
dollar  for  sale  and  enclosed  a  picture.  I  could 
see  that  it  was  a  clumsy  fake.  I  did  not  an¬ 
swer  the  letter.  About  a  month  later  he 
wrote  me  an  angry  note  saying  that  he  had 
sent  the  same  letter  to  all  leading  dealers  in 
the  United  States,  but  had  not  heard  from 
anyone.  At  least  he  expected  to  hear  from 
Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries.  I  did  not  feel 
badly  about  this,  and  I  did  not  write  an  apol¬ 
ogy- 

Every  situation  is  handled  on  its  merits. 
One  plan  does  not  fit  everyone. 

How  can  we  improve  our  service?  I  realize 
that  Bowers  and  Merena  cannot  be  all  things 
to  all  people,  but  my  Southwest  Airlines  ex¬ 
perience  was  a  reminder  that  in  our  own  con¬ 
text  of  numismatics,  having  a  great  coin  in¬ 
ventory  may  be  one  thing,  and  having  reason¬ 
able  prices  (in  my  opinion)  may  be  another, 
but  having  a  crew  of  nice  people  who  care  about 
their  customers  is  just  as  important.  After  all, 
American  probably  has  more  planes  and  big¬ 
ger  planes  than  Southwest,  but  the  next  time 
I  have  a  choice  on  the  same  route.  I’ll  carry  a 
Southwest  ticket. 

I  am  also  reminded  of  a  Connecticut  client 
who  wrote  to  say  that  he  did  not  receive  his 
issue  of  the  Rare  Coin  Review.  To  make  matters 
worse,  he  had  written  a  few  months  before 
about  the  same  thing:  he  had  not  received  the 
previous  issue  either.  I  had  someone  check, 
and  the  record  showed  that,  indeed,  our  cata¬ 
logues  had  been  mailed.  I  foolishly  wrote  a  let¬ 
ter  explaining  that  I  was  sorry,  and  I  sent  along 
the  latest  missing  copy,  along  with  the  com¬ 
ment  that  his  note  about  non-delivery  was, 
fortunately,  the  only  such  incident  that  had 
been  called  to  my  attention.  It  was  the  fault  of 
the  Post  Office. 

He  wrote  another  note,  a  wake-up  call  to 
me,  saying  that  he  really  did  not  care  about 
10,001  other  Bowers  and  Merena  customers 
and  the  mail  they  received,  nor  did  he  want  to 
hear  about  the  Post  Office.  He  cared  about  his 
catalogue. 

I  suppose  the  point  of  this  is  that  what  we 
do  at  Bowers  and  Merena  for  other  people  is 
not  as  important  as  what  we  do  for  you. 

A  resolution  for  1999:  I’ll  strive  to  continue 
to  five  up  to  our  company  motto,  “Your 
friends  in  the  rare  coin  business,”  and,  further, 
continue  to  improve  what  we  do.

I,  a  collector  for  some 
40  years,  have  never  tired  in  the  quest  for 
fresh  and  scholarly  journalism  such  as  is 
provided  in  all  your  works.  Your  books 
and  catalogues  are  joys  to  read. 

On  another  subject,  I  solicit  your  ca¬ 
sual  opinion.  A  recent  issue  of  Coin  World 
features  on  page  1  the  notice  of  the  sale  of 
the  Adams  1804  dollar  for  $800,000  as 
well  as  reference  to  the  Eliasberg  speci¬ 
men  and  its  sale  price  of  $1 .8  million.  I  find 
it  difficult  to  understand  why,  with  15 
1804  dollars  known  to  exist,  they  com¬ 
mand  prices  of  many  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  or,  as  with  your  Eliasberg 
Collection  coin,  well  over  $1  million.  Why, 
for  example  does  a  gem  Proof  1842  half 
dime,  such  as  the  one  in  the  John  Pittman 
sale,  which  is  twice  as  rare,  bring  only 
$17,500?  Personally,  I  think  that  $17,500 
in  itself  is  a  lofty  price  for  a  Proof  1 842  half 
dime,  but  it  is  very  far  below  what  was  paid 
by  the  new  owners  for  the  Adams  and 
Eliasberg  1804  silver  dollars. 

I  am  interested  in  your  opinion  that 
would  explain  the  big  difference  in  the 
prices  of  these  two  rare  coins  on  the 
opposite  ends  of  the  denomination  scale. 
This  may  be  topic  for  one  or  more  articles 
in  the  national  press,  a  book  (which  I 
know  you  could  write  easily  enough),  or 
an  article  in  the  Rare  Coin  Review. 

CC  ANSWERS:  Well,  this  answer  is 
hardly  a  “book,”  or  even  a  full  article,  but  I 
do  want  to  acknowledge  your  nice  words 
about  what  I  write,  keeping  in  mind  that, 
per  what  Ambassador  R.  Henry  Norweb 
once  told  me,  “if  you  write  a  thank-you 


letter  to  a  thank-you  letter,  the  process  can 
go  on  forever.” 

Concerning  price  differentials,  this  gen¬ 
eral  subject  will  be  addressed  in  the  new 
edition  of  A  Buyer’s  Guide  to  the  Rare  Coin 
Market,  now  in  the  writing  stage.  The  basic 
explanation  is  fame. 

The  1804  dollar  is  one  of  the  most  fa¬ 
mous  American  rarities— sharing  the  lime¬ 
light  with  the  1913  Liberty  Head  nickel. 
Thus,  there  are  quite  a  few  people  who 
would  like  to  own  an  1804  dollar  as  a  badge 
of  distinction,  just  as  someone  might  like  to 
own  aRembrandtpaintingoraBugatti  Royale 
automobile.  They  might  enjoy  the  owner¬ 
ship  of  an  1804  even  though  they  do  not 
collect  silver  dollars  by  date  and  variety  and 
have  none  of  the  other  dates  of  the  era, 
1 7 94-1 804  except  the  prized  1 804. 1  remem¬ 
ber  talking  with  a  Midwestern  rare  coin 
dealer  who  in  1 979  had  just  made  a  “killing” 
in  the  silver  market.  His  dream  of  dreams  as 
a  professional  numismatist  was  to  own  the 
Garrett  specimen  of  the  1 804  silver  dollar, 
which  we  had  recently  announced  we  would 
be  selling  for  its  owner,  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University.  “Ever  since  I  was  a  kid  I  have 
dreamed  of  owning  an  1804,”  he  said. 

On  the  other  hand,  probably  the  main 
buyer  for  a  gem  Proof  1842  half  dime  is  a 
dedicated  specialist  in  the  half  dime  series 
who  has  been  seeking  this  date  or  variety  in 
superb  condition.  The  coin  itself  is  not 
famous  and  not  even  widely  known.  Thus,  it 
appeals  to  primarily  an  advanced  numisma¬ 
tist  who  has  carefully  studied  its  rarity. 
Similarly,  in  my  personal  reference  collec¬ 
tion  of  Civil  War  tokens  I  have,  perhaps, 
200  different  pieces  not  listed  in  the  stan¬ 
dard  reference  books.  However,  most  of 
these  great  rarities  are  worth  only  a  few 
hundred  dollars  each,  if  that,  and  most 
numismatists  would  not  want  to  own  them. 
Simply  stated,  they  are  not  widely  popular. 

Coin  prices  are  determined  by  a  combi¬ 
nation  of  factors  including  grade,  rarity,  and 
popularity.  A  relatively  common  1877  In¬ 
dian  cent,  of  which  at  least  a  few  thousand 
exist,  is  worth  many  hundreds  of  dollars  in 
worn  grades,  simply  because  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  collectors  would  give  an  eye¬ 
tooth  to  own  one.  On  the  other  hand,  if  I 
have  the  only  combination  of  two  certain 
Civil  War  token  dies  cut  by  W.K.  Lanphear 
in  Cincinnati  in  1863,  the  reaction  of  most 
collectors  if  I  offered  it  for  sale  would  be  an 
unstifled  yawn.

We  were  taken  with  a  survey  of  read¬ 
ers  of  a  publication  titled,  Talkin’  Tokens, 
(address:  c/o  Duane  Feisel,  PO  Box  212, 
Shingletown,  CA  96088),  by  Michael  G. 
Pfefferkorn.  Readers  of  this  periodical, 
mostly  enthusiasts  in  the  token  field,  gave 
comments  on  subjects  varying  from  pric¬ 
ing  structures  to  auctions  to  fixed  price 
lists  to  you  name  it.  Just  a  few  extracts  are 
given  below,  these  being  of  general  nu¬ 
mismatic  interest  from  the  summary  that 
M.G.P.  made  of  the  results: 

Overpriced  coins  pushed  many 
1980s  coin  collectors  into  token  col¬ 
lecting.  I  recently  purchased  an  Ingle 
token  from  Ahrens  and  Pfefferkorn,  a 
general  store  in  Oran,  MO.  Because  the 
second  partner  was  my  great  uncle,  I  bid 
far  more  than  the  token  was  worth. 
This  was  a  sentimental  rather  than  an 
economic  decision.  Even  so,  I  could  not 
have  justified  a  three-figure  bid  and,  if 
that  had  been  necessary,  I  would  have, 
regrettably,  not  bid  on  the  token. 

Start  slow  until  you  attain  some 
expertise  in  your  area  of  interest.  This 
is  good  advice.  Otherwise  collector 
burnout  is  almost  certain.  The  new 
collector  needs  to  set  goals,  establish 
limits,  and  budget  only  “fun  money’  for 
new  acquisitions.  Learning  a  hobby’s 
“rules”  takes  time. 

“Buy  the  book  before  the  coin.”  This 
quote  is  as  aptly  applied  to  the  token 
field  as  the  late  book  dealer  Aaron 
Feldman  meant  it  for  coin  collectors. 

Creating  a  good  collection  of  al¬ 
most  anything  turns  out  to  be  a  good 
investment.  However,  enjoyment 
should  be  the  primary  goal.  If  you  enjoy 
what  you  collect,  and  build  a  significant 
collection,  it  will  be  a  good  investment. 

Everything  cycles— in  about  eight 
years  the  scavenger  hunts  will  dry  up, 
greed  will  set  in,  5%  of  the  collectors 
will  survive  and  the  hobby  will  change. 
True  collectors  will  weather  such  cycles 
because  they  really  don’t  care  about 
selling.  They  see  a  market  weakness  as 
an  opportunity  and  a  significant  rise  in 
value  as  a  problem.

The  Kentucky  token 
minted  circa  1795  has  as  part  of 
its  inscription,  UNANIMITY 
IS  THE  STRENGTH  OF 
SOCIETY.  That  may  be,  but 
in  a  related  sense  appropriate  to 
my  commentary,  society  is  the 
strength  of  numismatics.  It  is  no 
fun  to  collect  alone.  Collectors 
like  company.  My  Iowa  friend 
Bob  King  is  reported  to  be  the 
only  serious  collector  of  cast 
iron  fireplugs  in  the  country.  The 
advantage  is  that  he  can  buyjust  about 
all  he  wants,  paying  little  more  than  the  weight 
of  the  metal.  Lots  of  town  utilities  departments 
have  given  him  the  things  free,  just  because  he 
is  interested. 

However,  Bob  has  no  one  else  with  whom 
to  share  the  joy  of  a  special  find.  Bob  has  no 
newsletters  to  read.  Bob  can’t  subscribe  to  Fire¬ 
plug  World  or  Fireplug  News,  for  they  have  not 
been  published.  Bob  cannot  read  A  Guide  Book 
of  United  States  Fireplugs.  Bob  can’t  attend  the 
annual  convention  of  the  American  Fireplug  As¬ 
sociation.  Fireplug-wise,  for  camaraderie  Bob  is 
sort  of  like  the  character  in  a  science  fiction 
story  who  finds  he  is  the  only  remaining  per¬ 
son  on  earth  after  a  neutron  bomb  shoot-out. 
At  once,  everything  and  nothing  is  his  for  the 
taking.  But,  something  is  missing. 

That  “something”  is  society. 

Societies 

Society — the  company  of  others — is  essen¬ 
tial  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  just  about  any 
hobby  pursuit. 

Fortunately,  numismatics — unlike  the  col¬ 
lecting  of  fireplugs — abounds  with  societies, 
clubs,  special-interest  groups,  and  other  gath¬ 
erings  of  people  who  share  the  same  fondness 
you  do. 

Some  cast  a  wide  net  and  cover  just  about 
everything.  An  example  is  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association,  headquartered  in  Colo¬ 
rado  Springs,  which  publishes  a  magazine, 
conducts  educational  seminars,  runs  an  au¬ 
thentication  service,  has  a  museum,  gives 
awards,  holds  conventions  in  major  cities,  and 
does  much  more  as  well.  Whether  you  own

just  one  coin — a  glittering  1881-S  Morgan 
dollar  for  which  you  have  just  paid  $95 — or  a 
cabinet  containing  204  different  die  varieties  of 
1785-1788  Connecticut  coppers — or  an  al¬ 
bum  nearly  filled  with  Indian  cents  (lacking, 
perhaps,  the  1871,  1872,  and  1877),  the 
A.N.A.  has  something  to  offer.  For  nominal 
annual  dues,  anydne  of  good  character  can  be 
a  card-carrying  member. 

More  focused  is  the  somewhat  similarly 
named  American  Numismatic  Society  in  New 
York  City.  While  a  beginner  can  join  tomor¬ 
row,  most  members  are  somewhat  advanced 
and  have  been  at  the  game  a  few  years  or  more. 
The  Society  publishes  The  Colonial  Newsletter 
(about  early  American  coins),  the  revivified 
American Journal  of  Numismatics  (containing  ar¬ 
ticles  mostly  of  a  scholarly  nature),  and  a  news¬ 
letter.  Once  a  year  it  conducts  the  Coinage  of 
the  Americas  Conference,  which  focuses  on  a 
specific  subject — perhaps  American  gold  coins 
one  time,  silver  dollars  another,  and  tokens  on 
still  another  occasion. 

Beyond  these  general-interest  societies 
are  many  special  interest  groups.  No  doubt  a 
full  list  would  include  dozens  of  different 
ones.  I  belong  to  the  Liberty  Seated  Collec¬ 
tors  Club  (specializing  in  Liberty  Seated  sil¬ 
ver  coins),  the  John  Reich  Collectors  Soci¬ 
ety  (specializing  in  coins  designed  by  John 
Reich,  circa  1807  to  the  1830s),  the  Token 
and  Medal  Society  (specializing  in  the  title 
subject),  the  Civil  War  Token  Society 
(ditto),  the  Society  of  Paper  Money  Collec¬ 
tors  (ditto),  the  Colonial  Coin  Collectors 
Club  (popularly  known  as  C-4),  the  recently

ciety  (a  “clubby”  breakfast 
roundtable  group  of  writers 
and  researchers),  and  prob¬ 
ably  some  others.  I  even  be¬ 
long  to  the  American  Theatre 
Organ  Society,  Musical  Box 
Society  International,  the 
Manuscript  Society,  and 
some  historical  societies. 

And,  I  also  belong  to  a  bunch  of  coin 
clubs — you  know,  the  groups  that  have 
monthly  meetings  at  the  Elks  Lodge  or  the 
Holiday  Inn  banquet  room,  have  entertain¬ 
ment  (perhaps  the  “slab  toss”  which  I’ve  read 
about,  but  haven’t  experienced  first  hand),  and 
even  give  away  door  prizes. 

Things  to  Read 

Most  societies  and  clubs,  publish  things. 

No,  I  do  not  read  each  of  the  newsletters 
and  bulletins  cover  to  cover,  and  I  am  often 
embarrassed  when  a  fine  fiiend  says,  “How  did 
you  like  my  article  in  the  last  issue  of  The  Nu¬ 
mismatist?  ” 

“What  article?” 

My  motto  is  that  it  is  better  to  have  1 ,000 
things  available  to  read,  but  not  have  the  time  to 
read  them  all,  than  to  have  just  10  things,  all 
read  and  re-read. 

One  of  the  beauty  things  about  numismat¬ 
ics  is  that  there  are  so  many  things  to  read.  Not 
only  club  and  society  bulletins,  but  enough 
books  to  sink  a  small  battleship, — or  at  least  a 
Coast  Guard  cruiser — and  some  mighty  fine 
magazines  and  newspapers. 

No,  I  don’t  read  each  and  every  issue  of 
Numismatic  News  or  Coin  World  when  it  comes 
it,  but  I  try  to  skim  them,  zeroing  in  on  any¬ 
thing  that  catches  my  eye. 

Sometimes  I  miss  things  completely,  or  for¬ 
get  them.  The  other  day  I  was  doing  some  re¬ 
search  for  my  new  book,  “The  Treasure  Ship 
S..S.  Brother Jonathan,  ”  and  sought  to  find  out 
as  much  as  I  could  learn  about  The  Dalles 
Mint.  In  1864  Congress  planned  to  build  a 
mint  in  The  Dalles,  a  thriving  city  in  Oregon 
on  the  Columbia  River  (in  the  years  before  it 
was  dammed  and  became  the  Columbia  Lake). 
The  town  was  rough  and  ready,  had  more  sa¬ 
loons  than  churches,  and  was  one  of  the  jump- 
ing-off  spots  for  the  new  gold  discoveries  in 
nearby  eastern  Oregon  and  in  Idaho.  At  one 
time  a  freight  warehouse  measuring  1 ,100  feet 
in  length  was  built  at  nearby  Celilo  Falls  (now 
somewhere  on  the  bottom  of  the  Columbia 
Lake),  and  machinery  and  goods  were  stored 
there  in  profusion. 

I  had  done  a  lot  of  homework  on  The 
Dalles  Mint,  even  reading  copies  of  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Globe,  having  consultant  Henry 
Hettger  visit  the  National  Archives,  having 
consultant  Dan  Owens  do  some  checking  on 
the  West  Coast,  and  combing  through  indexes 
and  reference  books. 

Then  came  the  revelation:  After  I  had 
written  a  section  on  The  Dalles  Mint,  Henry 
Hettger  said,  in  effect,  “Stop  everything!”  He 
had  found  an  old  copy  of  Coins  magazine, 
published  in  April  1980.  There  are  bright  as 
daylight  was  the  article — already  written!  By 
Dudley  McClure,  it  was  appropriately  titled 
“Dalles  City:  The  U.S.  Mint  that  Never 
Struck  a  Coin.”  I  was  reminded  once  again — 
I  am  often  reminded  of  this — how  great  it  is 
to  have  a  fine  numismatic  library,  and  that  no 
search  for  information  is  over  until  all  places 
are  checked.  Needless  to  say,  Mr.  McClure 
presented  a  lot  of  information  that  was  new  to 
me,  and  the  final  book  will  include  mention 
of  him  in  the  notes  and  bibliography. 

Reading  is  always  a  lot  of  fun.
